In 
1776 he decided to try his strength and get 
certain Edicts pushed through the Council 
of Ministers and accepted by the Parlement. 
Parlement refused to register the new edicts. 
Eventually he got the King to order their 
registration, and then the King swung round 
and agreed to get rid of Turgot. He made a 
desperate cffort to save himself, but was 
dismissed and relieved of office. He died 
eight years before the Revolution. Many of 
hie friends lived to see the Revolution, but 
most of them died by the guillotine or went 
into exile.

Br. Clapham said that Turgot was from 
the governing class and Sieyés from the 
bottom edge of the ela 9 class that 
would have liked to govern, but did not. 
Turgot was born in 1787 and Sieyés in 1748, 
The former did not live to see the Revolu- 
tion, dying in 1781, while Sieyés not only 
lived through the whole Revolution, but— 
unbelievable as it might seem—far into the 
nineteenth century. 

Turgot’s tather occupied a position nearly 
analogous to what might be called Lord 
Mayor of Paris. He was the Provost of 
Merchants, a position constantly given to 
men of his type. He was a successful 
Provost of Merchants. The subject of the 
present lecture, being the Provost’s third 
son, was destined for a career in the Church, 
and went to a seminary in Paris—the 
Sorbonne—which was a little clerical college 
of the day much like many of the colleges 
of Oxford and Cambridge. i 


A MAN OF LETTERS 


In the course of his studies Turgot lost 

his vocation, if he had ever had one. Un- 
like many men of his time, his scruples pre- 
cluded him from taking Orders. Fortunately, 
his family being well-to-do, he could afford 
to wait and become a candidate in 
what here would be called the Civil 
Service. He also became a distinguished 
man of letters. He was a shy man, 
who lived o life of remarkable simplicity. 
Brilliant with his pen, but a little awkward 
in, his speech, he would have done no good 
in a Parliament. At that time nearly all 
thinkers had become extremely critical of the 
control of industry. A régular doctrine of 
laiseet-faire was being elshaceted--of leave 
economic things alone and you will get the 
best results. The idea was popular in Eng- 
land and Italy, and even in Sarceenty, in the 
middle of the 186th century. Turgot whole- 
heartedly accepted the idea of leaving the 
whole economic life of the country free, and 
approached the Government with this bias 
against control in the economic sphere, but 
not in the political He was in favour of 
constitutional reform, but was not dogmatic 
in these matters. 
In 1761 he was appointed /ntendant of the 
rather remote and very poor district of 
Limoge—the name might. be remembered as 
the place where unsuccessful French Generals 
were sup d to be sent during the Great 
War. He spent thirteen years of his life 
always hungering for Paris, but doing good 
work in his province as a practical HB en 
trator. He tried to improve in detail the 
system of taxation an government, the 
main outlines of which he thought very bad. 
He worked very hard to improve the levying 
of the Taille, and was brought up against 
a formidable problem—the survey of the 
land—and he was neverabletoget the TJ ar/le 
reformed as he would have wished. He did 
get rid of some abuses, and the peasants 
loved him and regretted his leaving the pro- 
vince. He overhauled the corvée, or Jabour 
tax, and humanised the working of the 
militia. He encouraged agriculture and popu- 
larised the potato, which the French had 
only just begun to cultivate. In every way 
hee moved in the direction of freedom, but 
the movement was slow. In 1774 he was 
called to Paris as a Minister.

ecretary of the Rural Reconstruction Asso- 
ciation for giving me the opportunity of 
contributing -to their further discussion. If 
the. latter will read my ‘‘Nemesis of Economic 
Nationalism,’’ he will be able to judge more 
accurately how far his statement that mine 
is a mind which relies on abstract economic 
theories falls short of the whole truth. 

I agree that economic goods form only a 

minor and subordinate factor in the ‘‘ good 
life’’ of the individual or the nation, but 1 
also agree with the B.B.C, jester who main- 
tained that, although money does not con- 
stitute happiness, “it does enable one to be 
miserable with comfort.”’ 
__If an individual, in pursuit of his own 
ideal of the good life, decides to become a 
vegetarian, his decision has some infinitesimal 
effect on the economic welfare of those who 
live by producing non-vegetarian foods. But 
"de minimis non curat lea,” and for all 
practical purposes we are justified in saying 
that his decision is entirely a matter for 
himself, But if half the wheat consumed 
in Great Britain is to be grown in that 
country the effect will be to render some 
20 or 50 million. acres of wheat-growing land 
In overseas countries surplus to requirements, 
and this is not a situation which either the 
moralist or the statesman interested in 
Commonwealth or international relations can 
afford to contemplate with indifference. It 
is a nice point to decide to what extent a 
nation, in the pursuit of its own utopian 
ideals, is — in damaging the economic 
welfare of other political communities. ‘n 
my view, a nation so inextricably mixed up 
with the economic structure of the -inter- 
national economy as Great Britain has tradi:- 
tionally been is not justified in the pursuit 
of any utopian ideals which involve any such 
sacrifice. 

As a matter of fact, even the limited 
policy of Procrustean agricultural leg-pulling 
indulged in by Mr. Elliot has only failed to 
have serious reactions in Commonwealth rela- 
tions because President de Valera had 
thoughtfully provided a condition of Anglo- 
Irish ‘‘ economic war” which enabled th» 
shocks of agricultural restriction to be con- 
centrated on a thoroughly solvent creditor 
nation like the Irish Free State, instead of 
being distributed in small amounts among 
the sister nations of the Commonwealth. The 
financial and monetary structure of some of 
those debtor communities is so delicate that 
they could not have withstood even a pro- 
sortion of the shock which has hitherto 
ailed to ruin our Irish community. 

History will surely assign a high place to 
President de Valera for his vitally necessary 
co-operation with British politicians in a 
policy which would otherwise have shaken 
the temple of Empire. And history will also 
have a word to say about Mr. Elliot and the 
other blind Samsons of the Rural Recon- 
struction Association. Even as it is, if any 
attempt is made to give practical effect to 
anything like the policy advocated in this 
book, the next Imperial Conference will not 
be a tea party—unless, perhaps, of the 
** Boston ” variety. 

Fortunately, there are signs of returning 
economic sanity, and, with two-fifths of the 
British population starving for precisely those 
additional food elements which British and 
Irish agriculture is ideally situated to supply, 
there is room for any amount of desirable 
expansion of British and Trish agriculture 
without curtailing in any way the influx of 
cheap food from overseas countries, which is 
so necessary from every point of view. 

Much of the agricultural produce which 
comes to Great Britain from the Argentine 
‘is not paid for by manufactured goods,” 
but the payment for it is set-off against in- 
terest and dividends in respect of British 
investments in the Argentine. True; but did 
the original investment of some £4,000 
millions of British money abroad give no 
employment to British export industry’? Is

“ Neither Moscow nor Hitler!” 


“Neither Moscow nor Hitler !” is a cry. 
which is being raised in Alsace at the 
moment. The French Communists had 
announced their intention to hold no less 
than 127 public meetings during the week- 
end in Alsace, and the plan was so 
provocative that it might have had very 
serious results. Already Germany, faced 
with the prospect of this mass demonstra- 
tion just across the frontier, has been 
discovering in it yet another proof that 
she is being surrounded on all sides by 
Red enemies.

that renters representing foreign interests 
make a practice of acquiring their quota 


films as cheaply as possible. They are 


,concerned only to comply with the Cine- | 
natograph Films Act, and are quite in- 
different to the quality of the piftures that 
they obtain. Since they control a large 
proportion of the foreign films available, | 
they may be sure of their profits from this 
source alone. As a consequence, ,those 
exhibitors who cannot obtain the films 
made by the principal British producess, 
and rely, perforce, on foreign renters, 
continually find themselves compelled to 
show quota pictures of the poorest type, as 
the renters are unable to supply them with 
any other. Thus it happens that a 
British quota picture, in an unfortunately 
large number of cases, will be far inferior 
to the foreign film with which it is shown, 
and with which it naturally is in competi- 
tion. To remedy this evil the Advisory 
Committee suggests that the section of the 
Cinematograph Act shall be repealed 
which requires the author of the scenario 
to be a British subject ; but we fear that 
such tacit admission of the incompetence 
of British scenario writers will find little 
favour with the Board of Trade. Would it 
not be better to let nature take its course? 
Many of the American films are just as 
bad as the British quota picture; but the 
American renters have a large supply of 
better-class films from which they may 
take their choice. At its present rate of 
progress, the British film industry soon 
must reach a much higher average stan- 
dard than it has attained so far.

central point in a war between Britain 
and another Great Power within the last 
twelve monthe? Who can answer cognate 
questions about the little island of 
Dumeira? These inquiries of the polemical 
Mr. Belloc may be commended to the 
schools if they baffle the clubrooms. Pro- 
bably the charge is just. It is likely 
enough that few educated men could hold 
forth on the moment concerning the two 
islands which have become suddenly 
important as air bases on the Mediter- 
tanean and Red Sea sea routes; and not 
many are well-informed about the seaport 
that Poland has built as an alternative 
gate to Danzig. Knowledge of history and 
geography is at a low pitch, and this in a 
time when living history is more active 
than in any other period, and when the 
map of the world is a war-map on which 
the march of armies and ideas must be 
plotted daily. The degree of contemporary 
ignorance in these departments is realised 
only when we look back. 

Without doubt, the generation before 
ours was better informed in historical 
and political geography. Every person of 
educated rank was able to name the 
‘capitals of Europe and the commercial 
centres, to sketch the boundaries of States 
and to give a fair account of affairs. He, 
knew the dates uf the revolutions in France 
and the erection of the German Empire. 
He could recite the names of the crowned 
heads and the houses to which they 
belonged ; he would not be puzzled if asked 
how the Carlist movement rose and what 
were its principles. It must be remem- 
bered, however, that a generous informa- 
tion in modern history, resting on a 
classical base, was gained more easily in 
times when education was limited to that 
field. The modern man is not, as Mr.

all. Although the “crisis” is small 
enough to be almost ridiculous, it is a 
good example of the nervous tension which 
prevails in Europe at the present time. 
The issue of Communism versus Fascism 
did not arise until quite lately, but the 
conflict in Spain seems ‘to have brought 
it to a head, and European countries are 
beginning to show a most disturbing 
inclination to range themselves on one 
side or the other. In France both doctrines 
have been asserting themselves with some 
force, and the distracted Prime Minister 
is doing his best to prevent them from 
joining issue. On the Fascist side the 
energetic Colonel de la Rocque has begun 
to give trouble again. After the dissolu- 
tion of the Croiz de Feu he formed a 
“French Social Party,” but there is 
reason to think that nothing very much 
was changed except the title, and during 
the last few days the police have become 
suspicious enough to make a raid on his 
party offices. The Commmnists have been 
even more troublesome, as is shown by the 
long series of industrial strikes and the 
gratuitous attempts to annoy Germany 
which they have made this week. Mean- 
while the ordinary men and women of 
Alsace want “ neither Moscow nor Hitler,” 
and their wish will be echoed in every 
country where the twin follies have not 
been given a foothold. The citizen of a 
democratic nation is not concerned with 
fighting for Fascism against Communism, 
or vice versa. Their theories may be 
widely different, but, so far as he is con- 
cerned, they lead to very much the same 
thing in the end—the despotic rule of the 
State, the suppression of personal liberty 
and private opinion, an era of tyranny 
and propaganda. Both forms of madness 
are spreading, and the nations that are 
still untouched by them should strive to 
remain so.

A.J. Halliday, B.A., Principal of 
Skerry’s College, Derry, and a well-known 
local Unionist, asked where was the 
authority for the Unionist basing their 
argument on valuation.

Is it reasonable to fear an outbreak, 
counsel asked. There are subversive 
elements on both sides. It may work a 
havoc which you do not see, but which 
you should have foreseen when they 
planted that injustice. The Ministry, in 
deciding the matter, have a very great 
responsibility.

H. Wood (pilot), Mr. C. Gilroy (wireless 
operator), Mr. I. Davies (ground engineer) 
and Mr. F. (C. Crocombe (designer)—was 
received here in a dramatic wireless 
message from the master of the Nimoda.

Cronin and six other members of the 
National Council of the League of Youth 
it is alleged that these proposals are 
“designed to dissolve, disrupt, and 
destroy the whole League of Youth 
organisstion.”” 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT 


The following statement was issued last 
night from the offices of the Fine Gaei 
Party, 3 Merrion square, Dublin:— 

‘‘ A meeting of the Standing Committee 
of Fine Gael was held at 3 Merrion square 
this morning, Mr. W. T. Cosgrave, T.D., 
presiding. Tho attendance included Dr. 
T. O'Higgins, Professor J. M. O'Sullivan, 
T.D.; General Mulcahy, T.D.; Com- 
mandant Cronin, J. Costello, T.D.; T. 
Donovan, T.1).; Colonel Jerry Ryan, E. 
Blythe, E. R. Orpen, Richard Blake, 
Co.C. ; Gerard Sweetman, P. Quinlan, and 
Captain D. Quish. : 

“The Committee had under considera- 
tion a report from Dr. O'Higgins on the 
changes in internal organisation of the 
League of Youth necessary to secure 
efficiency and harmony. The report sug: 
gested that the League of Youth should 
continue to work as heretofore in branch 
areas and in the constituencies under its 
own officers, but that the duplication of 
headquarters should be terminated, and 
that in future general control of the 
League of Youth should be exercised by 
the Standing Committee of Fine Gael 
through a League of Youth officer 
appointed by them. 

“The Standing Committee, on the 
motion of General Mulcahy, seconded by 
Colonel Ryan, adopted the principle of 
the scheme recommended by Dr. 
O’Higgins, three members dissenting. 

“Commandant Cronin, Captain Quish 
and Mr. Quinlan then left the room. 

‘‘The Standing Committee then re- 
solved that the activities of the Head- 
quarters Staff of the League of Youth 
suspended, and that Dr. 
O’Higgins should administer the League 
on behalf of the Standing Committee. 

“The new scheme of organisation will 
be further considered by the Standing 
Committee and submitted at an early date 
to the National Executive for ratification.”’ 


NATIONAL COUNCIL’S CASE 


Last night Mr. E. J. Cronin (Deputy 
Director-General of the League of Youth) 
sent the following statement for publica- 
tion :— 

“ At a meeting of the Standing Com- 
mittee of Fine Gael to-day (Friday) cer- 
tain proposals by Dr. O'Higgins with 
reference to the control of the League of 
Youth were before the meeting, and were 
passed by a majority vote. Fourteen 
people were present, including the Presi- 
dent and two Vice-Presidents. The pro- 
posals were (as foreshadowed in Com- 
mandant Cronin’s statement last night) 
designed to dissolve, disrupt and destroy 
the whole League of Youth Organisation, 
by depriving it of the cohesive and dis- 
ciplinary influences of the central control]

“ On those grounds the proposals were 
strenuously opposed by League of Youth 
officers present (acting in accordance with 
the policy of the National Council). 

‘“ Pending further developments, we 
wish to state that the National Council 


reserve the Blueshirt orgmnisation, to 
efend it against all challengers, and to 


effective weapon to preserve the people’s 
rights, and truly reflect. their national 
aspirations. , 

““In view of the multiple efforts made 
to camouflage the real significance of Dr. 
O’Higgins’s proposals, we deem it 
necessary to reassure members of the Blue- 
shirt organisation that while our efforts 
are directed as far as possible to main- 
taining harmonious relations with Fine 
Gael, to the extent of allowing 
Commandant Cronin to step down to the 
position of Deputy Director-General, we 
are not gery to further sacrifice the 
League of Youth in the effort towards that 
end in the complete absence of reciproca- 
tion. Now that a general election is pend- 
ing, and that all the resources of the Fine 
Gael organisation should be concentrated 
cn winning the fight, we regard it as 
altogether indefensible that efforts should 
be made to smash the real live-working 
part of the Fine Gael organisation. 

““In conclusion, we again wish to em 
phasise our determination to resist any
